23 9 (corresponding to count I) ; claims 156 and 212 (corresponding 
to count II); or claims 163, 166, 167, 171, 188, 215, 218, 221, 
230, 248, and 249 (corresponding to count III) of its involved 
4,369,563 patent; and 

FURTHER ORDERED that the preliminary statements be returned. 
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
